What   [  am 
convinced,  however,  would  ensure  on  the  part  of  Mr  Cockburn  a 
usefu  uess  as  a  teacher  of  higher  learning,  far  beyond  that  aftorded 
by  any  attainment,  however  comprehensive,  is  the  spirit  and  temper 
by  which  he  has  hitherto  been  actuated,  and  which  has  mainly  con- 
tributed to  ren<ler  his  past  career  so  honourably  successful.     The 
thirst  for  knowledge,  and  quiet  but  steadfast  desire  for  mental  im- 
provement, which  he  has  all  along  exhibited,  and  the  fruits  of  which 
endeavour  are  so  unmistakeably  apparent  in  the  change  for  the  better 
by  which  all  who  formerly  knew  him  cannot  fail  to  be  impressed 
must  assuredly  exercise  a  most  salutary  influence  in  awakening  cor- 
responding aims  and  tendencies  in  the  readily  receptive  minds  of  the 
young.
